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At Garthoff's request, Shaw reviewed with Smolin the order of 
procedures for tomorrow's plenary, namely -- statement by Semenov, 
statement by Smith, initialing the "Basic Paragraphs," signing of 
Memorandum of Understanding, and some acknowledgement by the Heads 
of Delegation of the Communique. He said it was his understanding 
that the Communique would not be initialed. He also reminded 


Smolin that the procedures were the same as those followed previously 


at initialing ceremonies and said that he assumed the Executive 
Secretaries were aware of them or would be in touch. Shaw and 
Smolin then compared the final texts of the Memorandum of Under- 
standing and the "Basic Paragraphs" and found them to conform 
with one another. They also compared the respective texts of 

the Communique and also found them to be in conformity except for 
a few grammatical changes to be made in the Soviet text, 
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
